SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  25th  Annual  Report  as  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer,  which  is  the  51st  of  the  series.  It  is  encouraging  to  report 
that  during  the  year  under  review  the  standard  of  cleanliness  and  general 
nutrition  has  been  maintained  in  school  children  and  out  of  the  9,  151  children 
examined  at  the  periodic  medical  examination  only  75  were  found  to  show  poor 
general  condition. 

Cleanliness  is  not  entirely  satisfactory  and  we  are  still  proceeding  in  our 
efforts  to  Improve  this  situation.  The  routine  work  of  the  School  Nursing 
Service  has  been  varied  slightly  during  the  year  and  the  School  Nursing  and 
Health  Visiting  services  of  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport  have  been  combined 
so  that  now  the  work  of  each  department  is  very  closely  integrated. 

No  notification  of  diphtheria  in  respect  of  school  children  has  been  received 
during  the  past  ten  years  and  the  immunisation  programme  has  been  quite  satis= 
factory. 

During  the  year  1959  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  (paralytic)  was  notified. 
The  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  during  the  year  and  in 
January  the  remainder  of  the  schools,  not  visited  late  in  1958,  were  included  in 
a  programme  to  give  children  their  booster  injections. 

The  B.C.  G.  immunisation  programme  for  the  thirteen  year  old  age  group  was 
carried  out  satisfactorily.  There  were  176  positive  reactors  which  gives  a 
figure  of  13%.  Because  of  radiation  risks  to  schoolchildren  from  films  taken 
at  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit,  we  have  decided  to  follow  the  advice  of 
the  Adrian  Committee  and  abandon  the  use  of  this  service  for  the  x-ray  examination 
of  the  positive  reactors,  and  we  are  indeed  grateful  to  Dr.  E„  R.  Smith, 
Consultant  Chest  Physician,  who  has  very  kindly  arranged  to  undertake  the 
examination  of  the  children  who  are  positive  reactors,  at  the  special  sessions 
at  the  Chest  Clinic. 

Because  of  the  decline  in  the  incidence  of  rheumatism,  with  associated  cardiac 
complications,  it  has  been  decided  to  discontinue  the  heart  advisory  clinic,  but 
children  with  cardiac  defects  are  being  followed  up  at  the  Ordinary  consultation 
sessions  and  referred  for  specialist  opinion  as  and  when  necessary.  In  this 
connection  use  is  being  made  of  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  local  hospitals. 

The  Ophthalmic  Department  has  continued  to  do  valuable  work  and  during  the 
course  of  the  year  1,011  cases  were  refracted. 

During  the  year  the  work  in  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinic  has  been  fairly 
heavy  and  507  operations  for  Tonsillectomy  and  Adenoidectomy  have  been  performed. 
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The  volume  of  work  undertaken  by  the  School  Dental  Service  has  not  been  auite 
as  great  as  in  previous  years  but  the  quality  of  the  service  remains  high. 
Repeated  efforts  at  advertising  have  failed  to  attract  dentists  into  the  service 
and  at  present  use  is  made  of  dentists  for  sessional  work*  It  may  be  necessary 
to  extend  sessional  appointments  if  we  cannot  bring  our  dental  service  up  to 
full  establishment.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  worthwhile  to  have  consul¬ 
tations  with  the  local  Dental  Committee. 

There  has  been  no  major  recurrence  of  infectious  disease  throughout  the  year 
under  review  and  bowel  infections  have  not  presented  anything  of  a  problem. 

At  a  certain  period  of  the  year,  between  May  and  September,  the  weather  was 
exceptionally  dry  and  the  town  suffered  water  restrictions  due  to  shortage. 
The  schools,  however,  were  never  deprived  in  any  way  and  the  water  systems  in  all 
schools  were  maintained  up  to  normal  hygienic  standards.  Assistance  was  given 
by  the  staffs  in  schools  to  effect  economy  In  toilet  and  washing  facilities 
without  incurring  risks. 

The  Child  Guidance  Service  has  again  remained  limited  through  the  year, 
and  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Cashmore  in  November,  who  left  to  undertake  work 
in  Canada,  aggravated  this  situation.  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  he 
has  given  the  Child  Guidance  Service  during  the  period  that  he  has  acted  as 
the  Consultant  Psychiatrist.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Erulkar  and  we 
look  forward  to  an  extension  of  this  service  as  soon  as  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  are  prepared  to  augment  their  staffs. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Director  of  Education,  Dr.  E.  Gwyn  Thomas,  and  his  staff, 
for  providing  information  for  inclusion  in  this  Report  and  for  all  the  consider¬ 
ation  that  is  extended  and  the  help  that  is  given  with  this  special  branch  of  the 
Education  Committee' s  work. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Headmasters  and  Headmistresses  of  all  schools, 
and  departments  who  have  assisted  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  throughout  the 
year  in  the  many  activities  of  the  School  Health  Service  for  all  the  kindness 
and  co-operation  that  has  been  extended  to  them  in  the  execution  of  their  work. 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal 
service  in  response  to  all  demands  which  have  been  made  upon  them.  Finally  I 
should  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  consideration 
which  has  been  shown  by  you  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  to  all  the  members 
of  the  Schbol  Health  Service  throughout  the  year.

II  -  COORDINATION 


(a)  With  General  Practitioners 

Satisfactory  liaison  has  continued  with  many  practitioners  in  the  town.  From 
these  doctors  information  is  received  from  ti use  to  time  about  handicapped  children 
under  their  care  for  whom  the  facilities  offered  by  the  School  Health  Service 
are  requested.  Many  of  the  children  who  attend  the  Aural  Clinic  and  the  Eye 
Clinic  are  referred  at  the  request  of  general  practitioners, 

(b)  With  Hospitals 

The  arrangements  outlined  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  have  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily,  whereby  medical  reports  on  children  who  have  attended  the  Out 
Patients9  Department  of  the  Stockport  Infirmary  or  who  have  been  in-patients  at 
Stepping  Hill  Hospital  or  at  the  Infirmary,  are  sent  to  the  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer,  The  visiting  Specialists  who  conduct  the  Eye  Clinics  and  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat  Clinics  which  are  held  at  the  Central  School  Clinic,  are  also  on 
the  staff  of  the  local  hospitals;  thus  continuity  of  supervision  is  ensured. 
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( c)  With  the  Health  Department 

Information  concerning  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  is  supplied 
by  the  Health  Department  from  the  Health  Visitors"  records  of  home  visits  and 
clinic  attendances.

(b)  Infestation  with  Vermin 


The  School  Nurses  continue  to  pay  regular  visits  to  the  schools  to  examine 
children  for  the  presence  of  infestation*  This  year  68,093  inspections  of 
pupils  were  made  as  compared  with  74,515  inspections  in  1958*  Out  of  a  total 
of  22,229  on  the  rolls  1,760  individual  children  were  found  to  be  unclean  or 
7*91  per  cent  of  the  children  on  the  rolls*  In  1958,  6*37  per  cent  of  the 
children  on  the  rolls  were  found  to  be  unclean*  Although  these  figures  are  an 
improvement  on  those  for  1947  when  more  frequent  cleanliness  inspections  were 
started,  there  is  still  considerable  room  for  improvement*  The  nursing  staff 
is  handicapped  in  that  it  has  no  power  to  cleanse  those  members  of  the  household 
who  are  not  of  school  age  and  consequently  it  is  not  possible  to  deal  with  the 
sources  of  infestation*

V  -  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
(a)  Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria  -  1959 

During  the  year,  immunisation  of  children  of  school  age  has  continued  to  be 
satisfactory*  The  total  number  of  children  of  the  ages  5  -  15  years  inclusive, 
completely  immunised  was  2,362  (including  1,608  children  also  immunised  in 
previous  years)* 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  report  that  the  number  20,640  of  children  of  school 
age  (5  -  15  years)  immunised  up  to  the  end  of  December,  1959,  was  94,73  per  cent 
of  the  children  of  these  age  groups  in  the  Borough*

B.C.G,  Vaccination  was  continued  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No,  22/53  dated  5th  November,  1953, 
The  scheme  entails  contacting  parents  through  the  medium  of  the  schools  and 
undertaking  skin  testing  and  vaccination  on  school  premises.  If  the  response 
from  any  particular  school  is  small,  it  is  arranged  that  children  from  such 
schools  shall  attend  at  the  nearest  Welfare  Centre,

X-Ray  examination  of  all  positive  reactors  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  unit,  but  in  order  to  comply  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  Adrian  Report,  arrangements  are  now  made  with  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician 
at  the  local  Chest  Clinic,  who  has  very  kindly  consented  to  undertake  these 
examinations.  Of  the  176  positive  reactors,  160  attended  for  a  chest  X-ray, 
8  were  required  to  return  for  a  large  film.  Of  the  7  who  attended,  4  were 
normal,  1  required  no  further  action  and  2  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic 
for  interview, 

VI  -  FOLLOWING -UP 

(a)  General 

The  children  who  are  found  at  the  periodic  medical  inspections  to  have  defects 
requiring  treatment  or  observation  are  followed  up  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
at  their  subsequent  visits  to  the  schools.  The  Head  Teachers  of  the  schools 
and  the  School  Nurses  are  informed  of  the  names  of  those  children  who  require  to 
be  followed  up  and  are  therefore  able  to  ascertain  whether  the  recommendations 
made  have  been  implemented.  In  those  cases  where  the  recommendations  are  not 
being  carried  out  through  default  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  the  School  Nurses 
visit  the  homes  of  the  children  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  parents.  In  this 
connection  the  number  of  visits  to  the  schools  during  the  year  was  107  and  the 
number  of  home  visits  was  187, 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Head  Teachers  for  their  co¬ 
operation  in  ensuring  that  our  school  children  receive  the  attention  they  need, 
and  that  defects  are  not  neglected.

(B)  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 


(a)  Uncleanliness 

The  removal  of  lice  and  nits  from  the  hair  of  infested  children  is  primarily 
the  responsibility  of  the  parents.  When  infestation  is  found  by  the  School 
Nurse,  the  parents  of  the  infested  children  are  informed  and  asked  to  cleanse 
the  children  forthwith.  Only  when  the  parents  have  failed,  after  repeated 
requests,  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  satisfactorily,  are  the  children  cleansed 
compulsorily  at  one  of  the  School  Clinics.  In  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases 
seen,  the  parents  do  make  an  effort  to  comply  with  the  requests  of  the  School 
Nurses,  and  are  prepared  to  bring  their  children  to  the  Clinic,  if  necessary, for 
cleansing  to  be  carried  out  under  supervision.  However  there  remains  a  hard 
core  of  difficult  cases  who  are  impervious  to  persuasion,  and  for  these  there 
appears  to  be  no  alternative  but  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  compulsorily.  During 
the  year  there  were  no  attendances  at  the  Store  Street  Centre. 

During  the  year  949  visits  were  made  to  the  schools  by  the  School  Nurses  to 
examine  children  for  uncleanliness. 

(b)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin 

(i)  Consultation  and  manor  ailment  clinacs. 

Doctors9  consultations  are  held  at  the  following  Clinics  and  the  School  Nurses 
carry  out  treatment  for  minor  ailments  at  the  following  times. 

The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  at  10=12,  Heath  Road,  is  open  daily  and  one  of  the 
School  Medical  Officers  is  in  attendance  on  Monday  mornings,  Tuesday  afternoons, 
Thursday  mornings,  Friday  afternoons  and  Saturday  mornings. 

The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  at  the  Reddish  Welfare  Centre,  Stanhope  Street, 
Reddish,  is  open  on  Wednesday  mornings  and  Thursday  afternoons.  A  School  Medical 
Officer  is  in  attendance  on  Wednesday  mornings. 

The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  at  32,  Heaton  Moor  Road,  is  open  each  day  from 
9,0  a.m,  to  10.30  a.  m.  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments.  A  School  Medical 
Officer  is  in  attendance  on  Thursday  mornings. 

The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  at  Brinnington  is  open  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Friday  mornings  from  9.0  a.  m.  to  10.0  a.m.  for  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments.  A  School  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  on  Tuesday  mornings. 
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Attendances  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics 
(including  doctors'  consultations) 

Number  of  New  Cases  seen  during  the  year  . .  3,977 

Total  number  of  attendances  during  the  year  **  10,593 

It  is  clear  from  these  figures  that  many  parents  continue  to  seek  advice  and 
treatment  for  their  children  at  the  School  Clinics  although  they  are  presumably 
registered  with  a  general  practitioner  under  the  National  Health  Service* 

( o  i )  Scab i es  Clinic, 

There  were  3  cases  of  Scabies  during  the  year. 

(c)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases 

( i )  Ophthalmic  Clinic, 

The  visiting  ophthalmologists  attended  at  the  Central  School  Clinic  on  three 
sessions  each  week  to  examine  children  referred  to  the  Clinic*  In  addition  to 
examining  children  for  defective  vision,  the  visiting  Specialists  advise  on  the 
treatment  of  external  eye  diseases  and  certify  cases  of  blindness  and  partial 
sightedness  among  schoolchildren* 

Details  of  the  work  done  at  this  Clinic  are  given  below: -

Of  the  cases  refracted  at  the  Ophthalmic  Clinics,  59  were  pre-school  children* 

External  eye  diseases  are  treated  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic*  Severe  cases 
are  referred  to  their  own  doctor  and  are  excluded  from  school*  In  urgent  cases 
children  are  referred  direct  to  Stockport  Infirmary* 

All  those  children  who  are  prescribed  glasses  at  the  School  Eye  Clinic  are 
seen  subsequently  at  school  by  the  school  nurses  to  ascertain  whether  the  glasses 
prescribed  have  been  obtained*  This  is  more  satisfactory  than  writing  to  the 
Head  Teachers  of  the  schools  for  the  information  and  does  not  take  up  a  great 
deal  of  the  nurses'  time  as  the  information  is  usually  obtained  at  the  time  the 
nurses  visit  the  schools  for  cleanliness  inspections* 

(»l)  Orthoptic  Clbnic, 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  is  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board* 

The  number  of  school  children  referred  from  the  school  Eye  Clinic  to  this 
Clinic  during  the  year  was  61* 
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(d)  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Defects 

(i)  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic. 

Children  are  seen  by  appointment  at  this  clinic.  Medical  Officers  from  the 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department  of  the  Infirmary  visit  on  Thursday  afternoons  each 
week  to  examine  the  children  referred  to  the  Clinic.  A  daily  treatment  clinic 
is  held  for  those  children  who  have  been  ordered  treatment  by  the  medical  officers. 
Children  recommended  for  operative  treatment  are  admitted  to  Stepping  Hill 
Hospital, 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  by  the  nurses  at  the  Central  School 
Clinic  in  this  connection  numbered  207.  The  number  of  children  who  received 
operative  treatment  for  enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  during  the  year  was  507. 
Of  these,  363  were  operated  on  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  144  at  Stockport 
Infirmary.  The  number  of  children  operated  on  for  other  conditions  of  the  Ears 
Nose  and  Throat  was  75.  The  waiting  period  for  operation  at  Stepping  Hill 
Hospital  was  approximately  six  months. 

(II)  AUDIOMETRiC  CL»N(|C. 

During  the  year  187  children  were  tested  on  the  Pure  Tone  Audiometer  by  the 
Audiometrician,  This  instrument  Enables  the  type  and  degree  of  deafness  to  be 
accurately  determined, 

(sis')  Pure  Tone  Sweep  Audiometry 

A  scheme  for  the  testing  of  children's  hearing  in  schools  was  inaugurated  at 
the  beginning  of  1955,  The  tests  are  carried  out  on  a  Pure  Tone  Sweep  Audiometer. 
The  Department  of  Education  of  the  Deaf,  The  University,  Manchester,  arranges 
for  the  training  of  Audiometricians, 

Out  of  a  total  number  of  2,  440  children  examined,  the  hearing  of  ls938  children 
was  found  to  be  normal,  502  children  were  re-tested,  and  of  these  81  were 
subsequently  referred  to  the  Aural  Surgeon  for  further  investigation. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  testing  of  the  following  special  groups  of 
children; - 

(a)  Cases  with  speech  defect, 

(b)  Retarded  or  E.  S.N.  children,  and  others  who  are  late  in  acquiring  normal 
speech, 

(c)  Cases  referred  from  E.  N.  T.  Clinics. 

(d)  Cases  referred  from  other  sources,  e. g,  visiting  consultants,  general 
practitioners,  assistant  medical  officers,  health  visitors,  etc. 
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(e)  Child  Guidance 

The  arrangements  for  Child  Guidance  during  the  year  have  in  the  main  followed 
the  pattern  of  last  year.  A  clinic  each  week  has  been  held  at  Heaton  Moor 
School  Clinic*  and  urgent  cases  have  been  seen  at  Booth  Hall  Hospital*  by 
appointment. 

It  is  a  great  advantage  to  have  the  Psychiatrist  who  conducts  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  associated  with  the  Hospital  Psychiatric  service. 

During  the  past  year*  14  new  cases  have  been  seen*  and  most  of  these  children 
have  had  regular  treatment  throughout  the  year.  There  were  172  attendances  for 
treatments  or  reviews. 

(f)  Dental  Defects 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Dental  Officer  °  Miss  F0  Sellars,  L. D„  S. 

(i)  The  School  Dental  Clinics. 

The  School  Dental  Service  in  Stockport  has  a  Central  Clinic  situated  temporarily 
at  10-12*  Heath  Road*  Cale  Green,  which  serves  the  south  side  of  the  town*  a 
Branch  Clinic  at  32* Heaton  Moor  Road*  for  the  north  side  and  a  Branch  Clinic  on 
Brinnington  Road  for  the  new  housing  estate.  All  three  clinics  are  open  for 
the  dental  treatment  of  school  children*  pre-school  children  and  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers. 

(  n  )  Staff i ng. 

Difficulties  of  staffing  have  been  experienced  again  this  year.  The  establish¬ 
ment  is  one  Chief  Dental  Officer  with  three  full  time  assistants.  For  the 
first  few  months  of  the  year,  the  staff  consisted  of  the  Chief  Dental  Officer* 
one  full-time  and  two  part-time  Dental  Officers*  but  in  May*  the  full-time 
Dental  Officer  resigned.  Advertisements  produced  no  suitable  applications  and 
the  post  is  still  vacant.  The  employment  of  part-time  Dental  Officers  works 
satisfactorily,  especially  for  routine  cases. 

(ill)  School  Inspections. 

School  Inspections  were  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer,  who  also 
assigns  the  necessary  routine  work  for  the  other  Dental  Officers.  The  number 
of  children  seen  in  school  this  year  was  less  than  last  year* ■ the  reason  being 
due  to  the  shortage  of  Dental  Officers.  It  is  found  advantageous  to  have  school 
inspection  closely  tied  with  treatment  sessions, 1  in  order  that  waiting  time 
between  inspection  and  treatment  is  reduced  to  a  minimum.  On  completion  of  each 
inspection  the  parents  of  all  children  with  dental  defects  are  notified  and  asked 
to  state  their  preference  for  private  or  clinic  treatment.  An  arrangement  also 
exists  for  signature  agreeing  to  the  administration  of  a  general  anaesthetic, 
if  the  Dental  Surgeon  considers  it  necessary. 
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Lists  of  names  of  children  who  did  not  return  their  cards,,  were  sent  to  Head 
Teachers  who  helped  to  round  up  the  offenders,  and  in  cases  where  the  card  was 
alleged  to  have  been  lost,  the  Head  Teachers  have  obtained  a  written  note  from 
the  parent.  Attention  to  the  return  of  the  card  has  helped  greatly,  as  previously 
there  was  some  doubt  as  to  what  was  happening  to  the  forms  from  their  issue  to 
their  return. 

( o v )  Three  Monthly  Inspections. 

In  spite  of  shortage  of  staff,  three  monthly  dental  inspections  have  continued 
for  all  children  who  are  interested  and  who  will  benefit  from  this  service.  A 
large  number  of  children  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity,  and  all  keep  their 
appointments  very  well. 

(v)  Casuals. 

Head  Teachers  have  a  list  of  times  for  all  Dental  Clinics,  when  children  can 
attend  without  an  appointment  for  advice  and  treatment.  These  children  bring 
with  them  special  cards  giving  their  patents'  written  consent.  A  large  number 
of  the  casuals  are  children  who  signed  for  ^private  treatment9  and  didn't  receive 
it,  and  those  who  were  lio  replies'  at  the  school  Inspection  and  later  have 
toothache  and  want  immediate  attention. 

(vi )  Extractions . 

784  general  anaesthetics  were  given  by  a  Specialist  Anaesthetist  and  1,  144 
local  anaesthetics  by  the  dental  officers,  •  for  the  extraction  of  1, 198  permanent 
and  2, 999  temporary  teeth. 

(vii )  Conservation  Work. 

As  much  conservation  work  as  possible  both  for  temporary  and  permanent  teeth 
has  been  carried  out.  It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  number  of  fillings  greatly 
exceeds  the  number  of  extractions.  4,425  permanent  and  2.281  temporary  teeth 
were  filled  in  1959. 

( v  I  8  1  )  X  =  Rays . 

Dental  X-rays  are  taken  when  required  at  the  Heaton  Moor  Clinic,  -  and  children 
from  all  parts  of  the  town  attend  there. 

(ix)  Orthodontic  Work. 


All  orthodontic  cases  are  referred  to  the  Chief  Dental  Officer  for  the  necessary 
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treatments  some  by  the  school  dental  officers  and  others  referred  from  private 
practitioners,  who  carry  out  the  conservation  work  themselves,  but  do  not  want 
to  do  the  Orthodontic  treatments  The  work  has  had  to  De  curtailed  this  year 
131  impressions  were  taken,  73  appliances  inserted  and  478  attendances  were  made 
for  inspection  and  adjustment  of  appliances*  As  the  orthodontic  cases  are 
completed  they  are  given  three  monthly  appointments  and  are  all  kept  under 
observation*  Consultant  orthodontic  opinion,  if  required,  is  available  at  the 
Manchester  Dental  Hospital* 

(x)  Partial  Dentures* 

23  partial  dentures  were  inserted  for  the  school  children,  the  mechanical  work 
being  sent  to  dental  laboratories*  It  is  a  pity  to  see  caries  in  the  front 
teeth  getting  worse  at  each  school  dental  inspection,  and  the  parent  refusing  to 
arrange  for  treatment  until  it  is  too  late  and  the  front  teeth  have  to  be 
extracted*  Other  replacements  are  necessary  due  to  accidental  fractures  and 
teeth  knocked  out  in  falls,  etc* 

(x i )  Pre-School  Chjldren. 

Pre-school  children  are  referred  from  the  Infant  Welfare  clinics  if  dental 
defects  are  discovered  at  their  regular  inspections*  The  nursery  schools  all 
have  a  dental  inspection  in  turn,  and  these  children  are  given  the  same  opportunity 
for  treatment  as  school  children*  A  great  qumber  of  pre-school  children  attend 
for  dental  treatment  with  their  older  brothers  and  sisters  every  three  months* 
This  service  steadily  increases  each  year* 

344  pre-school  children  made  637  attendances  for  dental  treatment  in  1959* 
382  teeth  were  filled,  115  general  anaesthetics  and  32  local  anaesthetics  were 
given  for  the  extraction  of  378  teeth 

(xu)  Expectant  and  nursong  mothers* 

Good  liaison  and  co-operation  exists  between  the  ante-natal  and  the  school 
dental  service,  but  before  any  expectant  or  nursing  mother  is  referred  to  the 
school  dental  service;  she  must  have  indicated  that  she  did  not  intend  to  seek 
treatment  from  a  private  dental  practitioner.  During  1959,  126  mothers  made 
390  attendances  for  dental  treatment,  and  the  following  work  was  carried  out:-

House,  Adswood,  were  dentally  examined  and  if  necessary  were  offered  treatment  at 
the  school  dental  clinic. 

Part  IV  on  page  44  gives  details  of  school  inspections  and  dental  treatment, 

( g)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects 

Arrangements  have  been  made  in  some  schools  for  children  found  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  to  have  postural  defects,  to  have  regular  weekly  or  twice 
weekly  remedial  exercises  under  the  direction  of  a  trained  teacher.  In  addition, 
use  off  the  modern  apparatus  installed  in  many  schools  in  recent  years  will 
help  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  postural  defects.  Children  suffering  from  the 
severer  types  of  postural  defect  and  from  other  orthopaedic  conditions  are 
referred  to  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  the  Stockport  Infirmary, 

The  number  of  children  referred  to  hospital  for  treatment  during  the  year  was 
15,  The  number  of  children  with  severe  orthopaedic  defects  admitted  to  the 
Children's  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Marple,  was  11, 

One  child  was  admitted  to  The  Wilfred  Pickles'  School,  Tixover  Grange, 
Duddington, 

(h)  Heart  Disease  and  Rhenmaf ism 

It  is  not  intended  to  continue  a  special  session  for  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
Rheumatism,  This  type  of  case  will  in  future  be  dealt  with  at  ordinary  clinic 
sessions  and  each  School  Medical  Officer  will  have  the  advantage  of  following  up 
their  own  cases  from  the  moment  of  diagnosis  to  consultant  referral  and  subsequent 

treatment. 

During  the  year,  24  cases  attended  the  Heart  Cl  inic  and  17  cases  were  discharged 
as  they  had  reached  school  leaving  age  or  were  greatly  improved, 

12  cases  of  congenital  heart  disease  and  3  of  rheumatic  infection  remain  under 
supervision, 

(i)  Enuresis 

During  the  year  under  review  there  has  been  no  separate  Enuresis  clinic 
conducted,  but  each  Medical  Officer  has  dealt  with  these  cases  at  the  ordinary 
consultation  sessions.  Throughout  the  year,  use  has  been  made  of  the  Conflex 
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bell  ringing  apparatus,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  many  cases,  this  has  been 
tremendously  helpful  and  has  frequently  effected  a  cure.  It  is  not  the  answer 
to  every  case  of  enuresis®  It  is  primarily  important  to  select  suitable  children 
for  this  type  of  machine  and  it  is  considered  that  children  under  the  age  of 
eight  should  not  be  so  treated®  It  is  also  imperative  that  the  parents  whose 
child  is  under  treatment  are  completely  and  entirely  convinced  that  this  method 
of  treatment  is  worth  a  trial,  and  probably  the  most  important  arrangement  in 
connection  with  the  treatment  is  regular  weekly  supervision,  watching  the  progress 
and  supporting  by  encouragement  any  results  obtained  by  the  warning  apparatus® 

It  is  intended  to  continue  using  this  aid  to  the  treatment  for  enuresis  and  so 
observe  further  its  effects  on  these  cases®  Throughout  the  year,  ten  cases 
were  treated  and  of  this  number,  six  were  cured®

The  customary  re-inspeetions  have  been  carried  out  and  the  full  co-operation 
of  the  children  and  their  parents  has  been  received, 

(k)  Speech  Therapy 

The  Report  of  the  Speech  Therapist  :  Miss  Ds  E,  Lees 

During  1959,  speech  clinics  were  held  at  the  Central  School  Clinic,  Heath  Road, 
Cale  Green,  the  Branch  School  Clinic,  Heaton  Moor  Road,  and  during  term  time, 
Woodlands  School,  Offerton. 

Altogether  11  sessions  a  week  are  held,  a  total  of  503  being  held  during  the 
year®  The  sessions  are  as  follows: -

Total  11 
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100  children,  69  boys  and  31  girls,  were  treated  for  speech  defects  and 
disorders  during  1959,  29  of  whom  were  discharged  as  cured,  44  children  were 
still  receiving  treatment  on  the  31st  December,  1959  and  97  remained  on  the 
waiting  list. 

Out  of  a  total  of  216  children  (this  figure  includes  both  those  who  received 
treatment  or  were  on  the  waiting  list  during  1959),  36  failed  initial  appointments 
or  did  not  complete  treatment,  .  In  addition,  9  were  found  not  to  require 
treatment  and  2  were  referred  back  to  the  School  Health  Service  as  unsuitable 
for  speech  therapy. 

There  has  again  been  an  improvement  in  the  attendance  of  patients  at  the  speech 
clinics,  fewer  failing  their  appointments  than  in  the  previous  year.  In  1958, 
18o  5%  of  the  total  failed  whereas  the  figure  for  1959  was  16,6%,  a  favourable 
decrease  of  1,9%, 

For  the  first  time  the  attendance  of  the  boys  proved  rather  better  than  that 
of  the  girls.  Only  15,7%  of  the  boys  failed  their  initial  appointments  or  did 
not  complete  treatment,  whereas  the  figure  for  girls  was  18.4%,  The  girls  are 
however,  still  proving  the  rather  more  successful  patients.  This  is  borne  out 
by  the  discharges,  which  show  3202%  girls  to  26%  of  boys.

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VIII  -  OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION 
(a)  The  Longfield  Open  Ait  School 

Children  are  admitted  to  this  school  on  the  recommendation  of  the  School 
Medical  Officers*  the  conditions  for  which  admission  is  recommended  being  mainly 
debility,  chronic  ill  health,  nervousness,  and  physical  handicaps  of  moderate 
degree.  The  school  has  large  airy  classrooms  and  extensive  grounds,  thus  ensuring 
that  the  children  have  the  opportunity  of  benefitting  from  an  open  air  regime. 
The  children  rest  for  an  hour  after  the  midday  meal  either  on  camp  beds  or  in 
comfortable  chairs®  During  the  summer  months  this  rest  period  is  held  out  of 
doors,  weather  permitting,.  There  are  only  74  pupils  in  attendance  and  so  the 
teachers  are  able  to  get  to  know  their  pupils  more  intimately  than  is  possible 
in  an  ordinary  Day  School®  At  the  same  time  the  children  quickly  get  to  know 
each  other  and  lose  their  feeling  of  strangeness  and  loneliness® 

Breakfast  and  dinner,  prepared  on  the  premises,  are  provided  for  all  quipils 
payment  being  assessed  according  to  family  income.  In  addition  each  child 
receives  two  thirds  of  a  pint  of  milk  per  day  part  of  which  is  given  in  a  drink 
of  hot  cocoa  at  breakfast®  The  older  children  have  a  shower,  and  the  younger 
children  a  slipper  bath  each  week  unless  excused  on  medical  grounds.  The  primary 
object  of  these  baths  is  not  so  much  to  ensure  cleanliness,  but  to  tone  up  the 
body  and  stimulate  the  appetite. 

Regular  cleanliness  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurse® 

Throughout  the  year  under  review  the  number  of  children  on  the  roil  was  73, 
which  means  that  the  school  has  never  at  any  time  been  used  to  capacity,  where 
there  is  accommodation  for  90  children.  The  attendance  of  the  children  has 
been  reasonable  throughout  the  year,  having  regard  to  the  complaints  from  which 
they  suffer®  There  seems  to  be  a  decline  in  the  number  of  children  who  are 
considered  suitable  because  of  medical  and  physical  conditions  for  admission  to 
the  Open  Air  School.  Withdrawn  emotionally  disturbed  children  frequently 
benefit  from  a  period  at  this  school,

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The  inspections  classified  as  ‘Other  periodic  inspections'  take  place  when  the 
children  are  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  eight  years.  Bearing  this  in  mind 
it  will  be  observed  from  a  perusal  of  the  above  figures  that  parental  interest 
in  the  inspections  diminishes  progressively  as  the  children  get  older.  This  is 
unfortunate  as  parental  co-operation  is  required  if  the  defects  found  at  inspection 
are  to  be  adequately  corrected.  For  example  the  catarrhal  child  needs  to  be 
taught  correct  nasal  hygiene  and  needs  to  be  reminded  frequently  of  the  rules  to 
follow  if  lasting  improvement  is  to  be  made;  similarly  children  with  postural 
defects  should  ideally  carry  out  the  remedial  exercises  at  home  each  day,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  parent.  It  is  much  more  satisfactory  if  the  doctor  is 
able  to  discuss  these  matters  with  the  parent  at  the  time  of  examination  rather 
than  write  about  them. 

(m)  Attendance  at  Consultation  and  specialist  Clinics 

The  children  seen  at  the  Consultation  Clinics  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
are  brought  either  because  the  parents  seek  advice  on  some  medical  problem  or 
because  the  School  Medical  Officers,  having  examined  the  children  at  school,  wish 
to  examine  them  further  at  the  Clinic,  In  most  cases  they  are  accompanied  by 
their  parents.  Children  attending  the  Specialist  Clinics  must  be  accompanied 
by  their  parents,  otherwise  they  may  not  be  seen, 

(b)  Co-operation  of  Teachers 

(i)  Medical  and  Dental  Inspection 

The  arrangements  made  for  the  Medical  Inspection  of  pupils  on  school  premises 
worked  smoothly  during  the  year;  thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  of  the 
schools  for  their  co-operation  in  this  matter.  Whenever  possible  a  well  heated 
room  has  been  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  inspection. 
In  some  of  the  older  schools  the  inspections  have  still  to  be  carried  out  in  a 
classroom  which  has  been  vacated  for  the  purpose.  Head  Teachers  or  their 
representatives  attend  at  the  medical  inspection  in  some  schools  and  are  able  to 
furnish  the  Medical  Officer  with  useful  information  at  the  time  the  children  are 
being  examined. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachers  has  been  appreciated  by  the  Dental 
Officers. 

( j  i )  Following-Up 

At  the  end  of  each  medical  inspection  the  Head  Teacher  is  informed  of  the  names 
of  those  pupils  who  have  defects  requiring  attention.  The  Head  Teachers  are 
able  to  help  in  the  following  up  of  these  children  in  such  ways  as  ensuring  that 
when  glasses  have  been  provided,  they  are  worn  each  day  by  the  children,  that 
children  with  defective  hearing  are  given  a  favourable  position  in  class,  and 
that  children  with  valvular  heart  disease  are  either  excluded  from  games  or 
restricted  in  their  activities.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  for  their 
co-operation  in  this  matter  during  the  year. 
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(in)  Medical  and  Dental  Treatment 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  for  ensuring  that  their  pupils  attend  for 
treatment  at  the  Clinics  at  the  times  arranged. 

Certain  periods  of  the  day  are  set  aside  in  the  dental  clinics  for  the  exami= 
nation  and  treatment  of  children  without  appointments*  and  Head  Teachers  inform 
the  parents  of  these  times.  Facilities  are  available  for  children  to  attend 
the  Dental  Department  for  advice  and  treatment  in  any  emergency  without  an 
appointment, 

(c)  Co-operation  of  School  Welfare  Officers 

The  Staff  of  the  School  Welfare  Department  continues  to  do  valuable  work,  and 
close  contact  is  maintained  with  this  Department, 

( d)  Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies 

The  Department  is  very  much  indebted  to  the  various  Voluntary  Bodies  for 
their  work,  and  desires  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation, 

( o )  The  Go  Wo  Coqkson  Bequest 

The  G,  W,  Cookson  Bequest  (vested  in  the  Mayor  of  Stockport)  provided  an  outing 
for  poor  children.  There  were  250  children  selected  by  Welfare  Officers  from 
sfree  meals'  list,  orphans,  etc.  The  children  were  conveyed  to  Fleetwood  by 
coach  and  had  a  highly  successful  outing.  The  Senior  Welfare  Officer  organised 
the  outing  and  was  ably  assisted  by  the  Staffs  of  the  School  Health  Service  and 
Education  Department, 

( i i }  The  Pearson's  Fresh  Air  Fund 

This  year  we  had  a  request  from  the  above  named  Fund  to  find  100  children  for 
a  week's  holiday  at  the  Merseyside  Holiday  Canps  in  Dyserth,  Wales,  The  children 
were  looked  after  by  the  School  Welfare  Department,  and  had  an  enjoyable  time, 

(n«)  The  Stockport  Auxiliary  of  the  Cripples0  Help  Society 

This  organisation  provided  a  visit  to  the  Circus  at  Belle  Vue  in  January  and  a 
day's  outing  to  Fleetwood  in  the  summer  months,  for  cripples  of  the  town,  many 
of  whom  are  children  of  school  age, 

(»v)  The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 

The  Society  has  continued  to  render  valuable  assistance  to  the  School  Health 
Service® 

(v)  The  Women°s  Voluntary  Service 

The  local  branch  of  the  Women's  Voluntary  Service  has  been  most  helpful  in 
providing  items  of  clothing  in  cases  where  the  plight  of  necessitous  children 
has  been  brought  to  its  notice.

Each  candidate  is  required  to  have  an  X-ray  of  the 
chest  to  exclude  the  presence  of  tuberculosis.  These  X-rays  have  been  carried 
out  under  arrangements  made  with  the  Stockport  Chest  Clinic  and  the  Consultant 
Radiologist  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital.
